production of food) The view of 
the Dominion Government was 
that, so many men having enlisted 
from Canada, and the production 
of food being urgently necessary:

To enable this to 
be done, the Dominion undertook 
to pay part of the railway fare of 
farm laborers coming from the 
United States and agreed to pro- 
vide them with an undertaking 
that they would not render them- 
selves liable to military service by 
coming to Canada, Some 2,500 
American farin laborers came to 
Alberta under this arrangement
